To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

The  Report  which  I am  now  presenting  yon  is  only  a brief 
Summary  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Department.  For  purposes  of 
economy,  and  other  reasons,  I am  reducing  the  size  of  the  Report 
considerably,  and  omitting  most  of  the  Tables  and  all  reference  to 
what  may  be  called  the  permanent  features,  e.g.  : Geological 
Formation,  Scavenging,  Water  Supply,  etc.,  full  descriptions  of 
which  will  be  found  in  previous  reports.  I am  also  having  only 
sufficient  numbers  of  the  Report  printed  to  distribute  among  the 
members  of  the  Council,  in  addition  to  the  requisite  Government 
copies.

Population.^ — The  estimate  of  the  Registrar- 
General  for  the  middle  of  1915  is  64,208.  This  is 
based  upon  information  obtained  from  the  National 
Registration  Act,  but  as  1 have  mentioned  in  all  my 
previous  Reports  the  estimate  is  considerably  below 
the  actual  figure. 

Inhabited  Houses.— The  Borough  Treasurer  in- 
forms me  that  in  December,  1915,  there  were  15,682 
inhabited  and  105  uninhabited  houses  in  the  Borough. 

Births. — 998  Births  were  registered,  giving  a 
Birth-rate  of  15.54  per  1,000.  The  usual  chart  indicat- 
ing the  decline  in  this  rate  for  recent  years  is  omitted 
from  this  Report,  but  1 may  state  that  the  1915  figure 
is  only  40%  of  the  1878  figure.  The  low  proportion 
of  potential  child-bearing  women,  i.e.  married 
women  under  the  age  of  45  years,  in  Blackpool  may 
to  a great  extent  be  looked  upon  as  causing  the  com- 
parison of  Blackpool  and  similar  towns  with  other  com- 
munities (especially  industrial)  to  be  unfavourable. 
There  were  76  illegitimate  children  born  during  the 
year,  including  11  at  Kirkham  Workhouse,  and  the 
Illegitimate  Birth-rate  was  1.18  per  1,000  of  the  inhabi- 
tants, or  4.96  per  1,000  females  of  conceptive  age,  or 
7.62  of  the  total  births. 


Deaths. — 1,055  residents  died  during  the  year, 
giving  a Death-rate  of  16.46  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
This  figure  is  considerably  in  excess  of  that  for  previous 
years,  but  the  under-estimate  of  the  population  par- 
tially accounts  for  it.  The  percentages  of  the  deaths 
in  the  various  age  groups  with  similar  figures  for  some 
previous  years  are  as  follows  : —

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  in  1915  there  was  a much 
larger  percentage  of  deaths  in  elderly  people  than  in 
previous  years. 

The  following  are  a few  of  the  numbers  of  actual 
certified  causes  : — Syphilis,  2 (both  under  1 year  of 
age)  ; Cancer,  85 ; Alcoholism,  3 ; Apoplexy,  50 ; 
Heart  Diseases,  101  ; Respiratory  Diseases  (excluding 
Phthisis),  215  ; Premature  Birth,  18  ; Old  Age,  70. 

Infantile  Mortality. — 128  children  died  under 
the  age  of  12  months,  giving  an  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  of  128.3  per  1,000  births.  It  is  regrettable  that 
the  low  figure  which  had  been  reached  during  the  past 
few  years  has  not  been  maintained.  68  of  the  cases,  or 
53%  of  the  total  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  3 
months.  We  must  persevere  in  our  attempts  to  reduce 
this  great  loss  of  child  life,  and  though  I am  not  giving 
much  space  to  this  subject  in  this  Report,  it  must  not 
be  inferred  that  its  importance  is  lost  sight  of,  for  I 
have  secured  that  this  work  has  not  been  prejudiced 
in  any  way  through  depletion  of  staff, 
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Number  of  Persons  in  receipt  of  Out-relief. — 
Mr.  Dixon  has  supplied  me  with  the  following  figures: — 
Males,  163  ; Females,  218  ; Children  under  16,  284 — 
Total,  665.  393  persons  reeeived  treatment  at  the 

Foxton  Dispensary.  I have  not  been  able  to  obtain 
the  figures  relating  to  the  Victoria  Hospital. 

Absence  of  Staff  on  War  Service. — In  my  last 
Report  I gave  a list  of  those  who  had  left  up  to  the 
end  of  1914.  Since  then  the  following  have  joined 
H.M.  forces  : — R.  Moister,  Sanitary  Inspector ; J. 
Tolmaer,  Sanitary  Inspector ; A.  E.  Fitton,  Pupil 
Sanitary  Inspector ; E.  Smith,  Clerk ; W.  Diggle, 
Clerk  : 1st  City  of  London  Sanitary  Company. 

Infectious  Diseases. — The  following  notifica- 
tions were  received  during  the  year  : — Diphtheria,  29  ; 
Er57'sipelas,  29  ; Scarlet  Fever,  316  ; Enteric  Fever,  35  ; 
Puerperal  Fever,  8 ; Measles,  680  ; Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis, 169;  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  25;  Cerebro- 
Spinal  Meningitis,  1 ; Ophthalmia  Neonatorium,  11. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  somewhat  above  and  Diphtheria 
below  the  average  for  previous  years.  No  cases  of 
Small  Pox  were  notified,  and  Mr.  Dixon,  the  Registrar 
of  Births  and  Deaths,  informs  me  that  there 
were  422  primary  successful  vaccinations  during  the 
year. 

The  usual  work  with  regard  to  Tuberculosis  as 
described  in  previous  reports,  has  been  carried  out  by 
me  in  the  absence  of  a permanent  Tuberculosis  Officer. 
This  has  included  home  visitation,  the  Dispensary, 
and  the  Consumption  Wards  at  the  Sanatorium. 
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It  was  not  necessary  in  any  case  to  recommend 
school  closure.

Sanatorium. — The  very  large  number  of  663 
cases  were  admitted  during  the  year,  and  the  presence 
of  Belgian  Refugees  and  Military  in  the  town  has 
greatly  augmented  the  work.  The  admitted  cases 
consisted  of  Scarlet  Fever,  293 ; Diphtheria,  16  ; 
Enteric  Fever,  30  ; Measles,  142  ; Puerperal  Fever,  1 ; 
Erysipelas,  3 ; Phthisis,  45.  Other  diseases  (including 
Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis,  Chicken  Pox,  Mumps,  Ring- 
worm, Scabies,  &c.),  133.  The  highest  previous  number 
of  admissions  in  one  year  was  477,  in  1909,  and  this 
comparison  will  serve  to  demonstrate  the  great  strain 
upon  the  staff  and  accommodation,  but  the  Matron 
and  her  Nurses  have  willingly  and  efficiently  carried 
out  their  heavy  and  increased  responsibilities.  145 
soldiers  and  65  Belgian  Refugees  were  admitted. 

With  regard  to  General  Sanitary  Work,  the 
depletion  in  staff  owing  to  so  many  members  joining 
H.M.  Forces,  has  of  necessity  curtailed  the  amount  of 
work,  but  every  precaution  has  been  taken  that  the 
healthiness  of  the  district  has  not  been  prejudiced. 
Under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  813  Births  were 
notified  to  me,  and  in  such  cases  as  it  was  deemed 
necessarj^  Miss  Waring  and  her  successor  Miss  Jack- 
man  kept  them  under  close  observation,  and  nearly 
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3,000  visits  were  paid.  The  number  of  registered  mid- 
wives in  the  town  is  now  29,  and  98  visits  of  inspection 
were  paid  to  them.  With  regard  to  the  Factory  and 
Workshops  Act,  1901,  the  Government  Tables  at  the 
end  of  this  Eeport  will  give  all  necessary  information  as 
to  the  work  carried  out.  There  are  215  factories  and 
593  workshops  in  the  town,  as  against  200  and  612 
respectively  for  the  previous  year.  With  regard  to 
the  supervision  of  food  supplies,  the  work  of  Inspector 
New^by,  whilst  on  war  service,  has  been  mainly  under- 
taken by  Inspector  Sanderson,  and  all  the  shops,  stalls 
and  barrows  from  which  food  is  sold  have  been  kept 
under  close  observation.  The  animals  slaughtered 
during  the  year  at  the  abattoirs  w^ere  : Cow's,  331  ; 
Heifers,  2,405,  Bullocks,  1,320;  Bulls,  48;  Calves,  645; 
Sheep,  47,499;  Pigs,  716— a total  of  52,964.  Under 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  132  formal  and  97 
informal  samples  were  taken  by  Inspector  Sanderson. 
17  of  the  former  and  13  of  the  latter  were  certified  by 
the  Analyst  not  to  be  genuine.  Legal  proceedings  were 
instituted  in  respect  of  four  samples  of  margarine 
sold  as  butter  and  the  defendants  were  committed 
to  prison,  and  in  respect  of  one  sample  of  separated 
milk  certified  to  contain  31%  of  added  water,  in  which 
case  the  defendant  was  fined  £1  and  17s.  costs.  Under 
the  Milk  and  Cream  Regulations  ten  samples  of  cream 
were  analysed,  and  in  nine  cases  the  requirements  as  to 
labelling,  &c.  were  observed.  In  one  case  a prosecution 
was  authorised,  but  was  not  proceeded  with  owing  to 
the  death  of  the  defendant.  Appended  to  this  report 
is  the  Table  referring  to  this  matter  in  the  form  re- 
quired by  the  Local  Government  Board. 

308  new  houses  were  examined  during  the  year, 
and  reports  thereon  sent  to  the  Borough  Surveyor 
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prior  to  the  issue  of  a habitation  order.  Ten  front 
streets,  8 back  streets  and  1 passage  were  “ made.” 
Under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act  4 houses 
were  closed  during  the  year  and  3 of  them  demolished 
by  the  owners.  The  information  required  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  on  this  matter  is  appended.  The 
work  of  the  district  Nurses  has  proceeded  and  been 
much  appreciated,  and  4,364  visits  were  paid  by  them. 
I am  pleased  to  report  that  my  co-operation  with  the 
military  authorities  while  they  were  in  the  town  has 
proceeded  on  the  same  lines  and  with  equal  cordiality. 

From  a Meteorological  point  of  view,  1915  was  a 
bright  and  dry  year.  Bright  sunshine  amounted  to 
1,722  hours,  or  130  hours  above  the  average,  and  was 
the  highest  recorded  since  1905.  The  total  rainfall  for 
the  year  was  31.19  inches,  and  it  fell  on  168  days.  The 
total  for  the  year  was  1.76  inches  less  than  the  average 
for  the  years  1904-1913.  Gales  occurred  on  10  days, 
7 of  which  were  in  December.  In  gusts  the  maximum 
velocity  was  49  miles  per  hour,  on  the  1st  January. 
Snow  fell  on  eight  days,  but  was  only  slight  in  amount. 
Fogs  were  experienced  on  7 days,  chiefly  in  the  early 
mornings  in  October,  and  Thunderstorms  occurred  on 
9 days.  The  maximum  shade  temperature  was  74 
degrees  on  the  23rd  and  25  May,  and  13th  June,  and 
the  lowest  was  15  degrees  on  the  17th  November.

The  Milk  and  Cream  Regulations  came  into 
operation  in  October,  1912.  They  have  considerably 
strengthened  our  hands  in  supervising  the  milk  supply. 
The  two  main  features  are  (1)  that  no  preservatives 
shall  be  added  to  milk,  and  (2)  that  the  addition  of 
boracic  acid  to  cream  shall  be  declared  by  a label  of 
specified  form  which  also  states  the  maximum  amount 
of  preservative.
